A good title for the film 'The 
Last Chance" would be "The Fugi- 
tives".

It has been pointed out that al- 
though the $18-figure is an all-time 
high for this ' university, the, cor- 
responding figure for other Cana- 
dian colleges has grown mûch 
n^jcèjwltfiy, to keep pace witJi 
tne''lnflatlonary trend In every 
type of spending. Among those 
three members ot the Council who 
opposed the motion at the stand- 
ing vote was SRC treasurer Don 
McPhail, who had wattded his 
original . $1,500 deficit dwindle' to 
about $300 before the levy motion 
was advanced. 

Total crcditts now estimated by 
the treasurer stand at approximate- 
ly $8,550, representing an increase 
of aljout $870 over that expected 
under the old levy . figure. The 
increase ^.will' partially offset a 
deerewieil'«6ottt?'33 per cent In 
the sîtt!%lfiliefStudent body, and 
an over-all Increase in expenses. 

The process of ' budget slashing 
took-on a brutal, meat-axe appear- 
ance as the meeting grew on and 
the deficit refused to be largely 
effected by the picking V^apartijof 
individual items.' A stimulant? to 
the hurrlcd-up procedure was the 
absence of tlie Year Book Budget, 
which is usually one ot the largest, 
and which could not be made^ready 
for consideration at the time ot the 
meeting. 

The ' meeting reverted to such 
slashing: rcasurca/tUkj ^o pplng ;^ut 
the entire' allotmcht'Tfo?vin(ramuraI 
hockey sticks, and cancelling the 
$200 subsidy to Intramural bowling 
after a number of smaller, less 
noticeable cuts had failed to Im- 
prove on the doIlcIL 

A sore-point in the discussion 
whlcl» preceded these immense cuts, 
was a long argument- over the 
supplying of flrst-ald boxes tor 
several of the athletic teams. They 
had appeared in the broken down 
statements ot several ol ,thc athletic 
managers, - and it appeared that 
ihcré' ' was nobody present who 
could clear up the point. Rugby 
manager Les Dobson pleaded ab 
solutc./hced^of the equipment for 
the' immlnent road-trip, and th 
matter. was finally dropped on the 
condition that statements to .clarify 
be presented at lliei! next meeting. 



Lack of Fqii^thought 
Influenced l>e|egates 

'Provincialism and Narrow Thjr|,king' 
.Cliarged at Kingston 'Meeting:. . . . .^

Kingston, Oct. 22. — (Special to 
The Daily)— Proposers of a merger 
of the International Student' Ser- 
vice and the National Federation 
of Canadian Universities • had ' a 
warning , "proceed' slowly" sign 
placed in their way by the ISS Na- 
tional Conference at Queen's Uni 
vcrslty^ today. ' . 

Reeeplion of the meVger Idea was 
cool, ! although tew. specific objec- 
tions to the formatio'h of the pro 
posed organization to represent the 
Canadian University community 
were raised. Observers felt most 
delegates arrived here with little 
forethought and sparse informa 
tlon on the proposal. 

Some 75 delegates and observers 
from 21 Canadian universities dis 
cussed the Idea In' one- two-hour 
commission session and In a' three 
hour plenary session Saturday, and 
again tod.ty at à final plenary ses 
sion. Predominant reaction on Sat- 
urday vvhcn most delegates consid- 
ered the proposal in terms of their 
own campus experience, brought 
charges of "provincialism and nar 
row thinking". 

-nut at the final session today 
delegates decided they could not 
legitimately accept or reject the 
idea on the basis of their present 
understanding of the issue. Instead 
continuing committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the possibil- 
ities of amalgamation. 

Power was given the ISS ad- 
ministrative committee! under re- 
commendation of the continuing 
committee, to call an extraordinary 
conference for the consideration ot 
their proposals. ' 

The eommlltec is to prepare a 
final report Including recommenda- 
tions and concrete proposals to be 
presented at the next annual con- 
ference. 

Formation of this committee, 
which parallels a committee set up 
by NFCUS last September, brought 
relief to proposers of the merger, 
who were uniformly discouraged 
when Saturday's meetings bogged 
down, and even drew a motion 
from Queen's University not to 
even . consider the move.

ISS executive' would have been 
wasted. Support for the merger 
came from delcgales who had spent 
cohstderable timeiiittidylng It while 
opposition wasfi^redfin delega- 
Hons which had''.had''~]lttle . oppor- 
tunity to learn ot tho' backgrouqd 
to the proposal. . i 

At Saturday's commission meet- 
ing, . feeling was . evenly split. 
Straw^VQjes taken showed that 
eight delegates felt union would 
strengthen ISS in Its work, eight 
felt that it did not. 

Six votes were for amalgamation 
on' a National level Tas distinct 
from amalgamation' on the campus 
level), ten were against.- 

Mne delegations felt Canadian 
ISS would lose favor with interna- 
tional organizations with which it 
operates, four felt it vvould not. 

To the question "Is union recom- 
mended at the local campus level?" 
seven yes an dsevc nos ewrc rec- 
orded. But the vote>.wa»' unanimous 
today when the. continuing commit- 
tee was formed. It was cautioned 
"to safogiuii^hc Ideals fundament- 
al* td'^iSS'and the characteristics 
special to it." 

McGllI which supported amalga 
mation in discussions here, is to 
have representation on the commit 
tee,' along with the University of 
Monirraljipuccn's .Carleton, Toron- 
to?^McMas(er*'and Western. Each 
of these unlver.'ltlcs is to have one 
member elected by the Io:al com- 
'mittce of ISS. 

In addition, there will be two 
members of the administrative com- 
mittee, three non-undergraduate 
members of ISS, and Pat Daniels, 
national secretary of ISS. 

Other main itepi taken by ISS 
at this conference, which opened 
here on Friday, were in the re- 
valuation of its past educational 
projects, its summer seminars, its 
DP scholarship plan, and its relief 
program. 

On the basis on a first hand re- 
port, on South East Asia by Bill 
McDougall, (report which was 
given to the McGill student's coun- 
cil last week), Canadian- ISS decid- 
ed to direct a larger' share of its 
relief funds there.

ISS Contains 
Peace Spirit 
Delegates Told 

(Special to The Daily) 

Kingston, Oct. 22. — The biggest 
problem the world Is bracing itself 
to focc is not the atomic bomb, 
but the attempt to create a world 
society and the spirit out of which 
world peace will grow, Sir Richard 
.Livingston told delegates to the 
International .Student Service' an- 
nual conference, here today. 

"The world Is waiting for this' 
one further step to a world society," 
Sir Richard said. "Nothing is more 
inriprotant than for everyone to get 
it into their minds that this. is the 
next step." , . ^ ' 

"Wc must find some, way to make 
the nations ot the world live' in co- 
operation and understanding as do 
the inhabitants of Kingston," he 
said. This did not mean l'haï per- 
sonalities would have to be obliterr 
ated. But it was clearly absurd that 
the peoples of the world could not 
learn to live this way. 

Sir Richard cited as an obstacle 
holding the world back from this 
step the "unimaginative and un- 
sympathetic" thinking with which 
humans greet any new idea. Gen- 
eral reluctance to accept new ideas < 
and the fact "the peoples ot the 
world do not know each other well 
enough" were also scored. 

Differences between peoples 
could disguise . similarities, wiilch 
were 'in reality, superficial. The 
way to get behind these ditrcrcnees 
was simply through having one 
group meet with another. 

The work of ISS was highly val- 
uable, because Its work was remov- 
ing the sense ot differences. And 
the siiirit 'inherent in the word 
"Service" was Just that spirit; 
which a new world society must 
have. 

"ISS has in it the .spirit of the 
new world," Sir Richard sa|d. 

In what many observers thought 
w^s a direct reference to one of the 
conferences thorniest problems, 
that of the proposed mcfgcr ot ISS 
and the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students into 
an organization to . represent thei 
Canadian university community. 
Sir RIciiard said of the union of 
certain groups, "Amalgamation is 
difficult , to achieve. I expect that 
Is the principle difficulty with you 
here today."
